sion of hostilities, and says: 


"Great credit la due to Brigadier Gen- 


eral H. S. Hawkins, who. placing: him- 
self between his regiments, urged them 
on by voice and bugle calls to the at- 
tack so brilliantly executed. 
In this 


fierce encounter, words, fail to do Justice 
to the gallant regimental commandcra 
and their heroic men. for while the gen- 
eral;, indicated the formations and tha 
points ot attack, It was, after all. the 
intrepid bravery of the 
subordinate 


officers and the men that planted our 
colors on the rrest 6f San Juan hill and 
drove tht enemy from his trenches and 
blockhouse, thus gaining a 
position 


which sealed the fate of Santiago. 


"I am greatly indebted to General 


Wherler, who returned from the sick 
list during the afternoon. 
His cheer- 


fulness and aggressiveness made itself 
felt on this part of the battlefield, and 
the information he furnished to me at 
various stages of the battle proved to 
be most useful. 
My own health was 


Impaired by over-exertion in the sun 
and the intense heat of the day before, 
which prevented me from participating 
as actively in the battle as, I deshed, 
but from a high hill near my headquar- 
ters I had a general view of the battle- 
field, extending from El Caney on tho 
right to tha left of our lines on San 
Juan hill.'* 


"A few Cubans assisted In the at- 


tack at El Caney, and fought valiantly, 
but their numbers were too small to 
materially change the strength Indi- 
cated above. 
The enemy confronted 


us with numbers about equal to our 
own; 
thpv fought obstinately in strong 


and intrenched positions, and the result 
obtained clearly indicated the intrepid 
gallantry of the company officers and 
men, and tt-e benefits derived from the 
careful training and instructions given 
in the army in recent years in rlflo 
practice and other battle exercises. 
Our losses In these battles were 23 offi- 
cers and tOS men killed, and 81 officer* 
and 1203 men wounded, with 79 missing. 
Thr* missing, with few exceptions, re- 
ported later." 


In closing, Shaft^" says: "Before clos- 


ing my report I wish to dwell upon the 
natural obstacles I had to encounter and 
v.'hlch no foresight could have overcome 
Or obviated The rocky and precipitous 
coast afforded no sheltered landing 
places, the roads were mere bridle paths, 
the effect of the tropical sun and rains 
upon unacclimated troops was deadly, 
and tho dread of strange and unknown 
jdispasus had Us effect on the army. At 
Daiquiri, the landing of the troops and 
stores was made at a email \vooden 
wharf which the Spaniards tried to burn, 
but unsuocessfully.and the animals were 
pushed Into the water and guided to a 
Bandy beach about 200 yards in extent. 
At Siboney, the landing was made on the 
beach, and at a small wharf erected by 
the engineers I had neither thp time nor 
the men to spare to construct permanent 
wharves. In spite of the fact that I had 
nearly 1000 men continuously at work on 
the roada, they were at times Impassable 
(for wagons. The San Juan and Agua- 
dores rivers would often suddenly rise 
eo as to prevent the passage of wagons, 
and then the eight pack trains with the 
command had to be depended on for 
victualling my army as well an the 20,000 
refugees who could not. In the Interests 
of humanity, be left to starve while we 
had rations. Often for days nothing 
could be moved excopt in pack trains. 


"After the great physical strain and 


exposure of July 1 and 2, the malarial 
end other fevers began to rapidly ad- 
vance throughout th*> command, and on 
July 4 the yellow fever appealed at 81- 
boney. Though efforts wera made to 
keep this fact fnsm the army, It soon be- 
came known. The supply of quarter- 
master and commissary stores during 
the campaign was abundant, and not- 
withstanding- the difficulties In landing 
and transporting the rations, the troops 
))n the firing line were at All times sup- 
plied with Its coarser components, 
nrim^lv, of brfttd, meit, siiKPfrm! ccffet 
There was no lack of trant;s»rtation, for 
at no time up to the surrender could all 
the wagons I had be used. 


"In reference to the sick and wounded, 


I have to nay that they received every 
attention lh.it It was posHlblo to give 
them. The medical officers without ex- 
ception worked night and day to allevi- 
ate the fluttering, which was no greater 
than Invariably accompanies a cam- 
paign. It would have been better If we 
liad more ambulances, but as many were 
taken ns wan thought necessary, judging 
from previous campaigns. 


"The discipline of the command was 


niiperb. and I wlnb to Invite attention to 
the fact that not an officer was brought 
to trial by court-martini and, ati far an I 
know, no enlisted men. This apatite 
volumes f«Sr ah or my of this size and In 
in campaign of such duration.

Dear Blanche and all: 


Your letter 
received 
with .treat 


pleasure. I am still alive and feeling' 
pretty well. We are on our Ions march 
across the Island from Ponce to Ban 
Juan. I have lost thirty pounds since 
I enlisted. This la a horrible life to 
live, but I guess I will pull through 
now all right, and expect to see you all 
again In a low months. 


We don't got anything to eat but 


salt horse and hard tack, and little of 
that. We marched 18 miles In the rain 
\\ ilh mud six Inches deop and then 
had to stand up all njpht or He down 
in the mud, with nothing to eat for 36 
hours, and then a cup of black coffee 
and a couple of hard tack, and start- 
ed In the morning for TJtuado. 
We 


are the advance guard marching in at 
the head of the column and c'aptured 
the town. 


Our Sixth regiment was the first to 


land in Poi to Rico at Guelnce. Fight- 
ing began at once; 80 Spaniards killed 
and about 200 wounded and 
only 2 


Americans wounded, one, in the neck 
and one in the back. Neither one seri- 
ous. This is a great country but I 
have seen enough of it and. want to gei 
out of it as soon as possible. A sol- 
dier dies here about every day and the 
hospitals are full. 


At present I am detailed as quarter- 


master's assistant in our company and 
have it pretty easy now We are ex- 
pected to start home most any time 
now. 
We have 20 miles iriore to march 


yet but there will not be any fighting 
as we understand peace has been de- 
clared. 


The company is just getting ready 


for general inspection and I will close. 
Tell mother not to worry, I am all 
right. The papers you sent were re- 
ceived with thanks,

' ' MWnji" hay*1 Uefen Interested at the 
clode of'the fcar In known* tfhat North 
Adams has done for the soldier*, and 
while the work Is by no moans finished 
In all probability, an estimate has been 
prepared of the services that have been 
rendered. The Relief aeeovlatron form- 
ed by the ladles held a meeting recent- 
ly, and were Informed that there might 
be calls for more work. This associa- 
tion Is doing not only for local soldiers, 
but Any services that seem necessary 
through larger associations at army 
headquarters. 


What has already been done, how- 


ever, amounts to considerable. A let- 
ter was published In yesterday's Re- 
publican, wrlten for the Relief UBBO- 
clatlon by Mra. A. T. Curtis. Prom this 
letter the following facts are quoted: 


This city has sent 116 mllltla com- 


pany to the front, nevertheless 50 or 
morf of her brave sons have given 
themselves to the nation. Our regulars, 
the Second New Yoib, several Vermont 
regiments, and even th e Michigan 
quota, have been reinforced by North 
Adams boys, In addition to the num- 
ber In our own matchless Second regi- 
ment; while at the present time some 
of the best known sons are In Porto 
Rica and far away Manila It Is almost 
superfloua to adu that the career of 
all these men Is watched with as much 
true Interest and concern as If they 
had gone away In a. single company 
with the bendiction of the city fathers 
upon their heads. 


The Woman's Relief 
corps, 
the 


Daughters of the American Revolution, 
the Soldiers' Aid society and the King's 
Daugters and Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance union have forwarded $317 in 
cash, 196 well stocked comfort bags, 154 
night ana hospital shirts, 113 abdominal 
bandages. 300 extra pair of socks, 100 
mosquito canopies, 18 pajamas, beside 
towels,

STATE BOUNTY FOR SOLDIERS, 


Arrangements Made For Paying It 


At Onca. 


The tstate ^authorities at JJpston are 


doing: all'they can to facilitate the 
payment of the $7 per* month to the 
soldiers which was voted by the leg- 
islature 
A great many letters have 


been sent by the soldiers and their 
friends to the governor and state 
treasurer, and it is 
nftw announced 


that the payment of the back dues 
will go forward promptly. 
The state 


has been compelled to adopt some 
system in order that money may not 
be draw n by the wrong person, or sent 
where it \v ill be lost. 
In all cases 


where the soldier has made an as- 
signment of the $7 to some other per- 
son, the check will be sent to the ad- 
dress designated. But in case of the 
soldier himself, now that many of 
them are home on 
furlough, there 


must be some method of identification 
of the signature if the soldier cannot 
come to the state house and draw his 
pjy personally, as he is expected to do. 


Treasurer Shaw, speaking of his 


efforts to expedite payment, said that 
if the soldiers who want their checks 
sent tto them at their home address 
will get the indorsement of their cap- 
tain or colonel to their application he 
will send the money For instance, if 
Col. Ilichardson of this city \\cre to 
send to the treasurer a lot of signa- 
tures, guaranteeing that they were 
members of the 
2d regiment, 
the 


checks would be sent to him, payable 
to the orders of the soldiers individu- 
ally, and he would give them to the 
soldiers. Such a proposal was made 
to Col, Richardson who wrote to the 
auditor's department to learn what 
could be dole. Or the checks might be 
sent directly to the men themselves, 
after the treasurer had been assured 
of the correctness of the signatures of 
the men. 


The treasure! 's department 
began 


yesterday the drawing of checks for 
the Second regiment, for the assignees 
of the soldiers. Co A from Worcester 
•n as first attended to From 200 to 300 
checks LUH bu Jia\\n ovoij da.>. Gov. 
Wolcott has taken personal interest in 
the matter and has appreciated the 
need of the Second for prompt pay- 
ment. In some canes there In no one 
to whom the money can be paid. The 
soldier has died and 
the person to 


whom it wna assigned has dlod Every 
effort possible Is made to pay the sol- 
dlera, with the exercise of reasonable 
prcqaution. It ia aaitl today that the 
Second will be paid off within two or 
three days. But this applies only to 
those whose money will be sent ac- 
cording to the order of the soldier, filed 
with the treasurer. Othcrw Ise, the 
soldier mu»t get it himself at the state 
treasury or procure some one who la 
known to the treasurer to get It for 
him.
